South African natives, it is still, possible to 
1 utilize them in a number. of ways, ‘As scouts 
and guides their services may be invaluable. 
It must be remembered that, in all probability, 
the Boer marksmen will adopt the same tactics 
: in a future campaign as they have adopted in 
the pst, “and will pick off our men at long 
fanges or wherever they can -fire at liltle or no 
“risk to themselves, They will: not mass or 
fight in bodies, but each rider will dismount 
alter his own fashion, throwing Wie’ réins over 
his horse's neck, choose his own_ bit of cover, 
‘ whether a large boulder or bush, and then 
retreat as. soon as possible. He will generally 
“be ata place where he has already fowhd the 
exact distunce—say, 400, 500, or 600 yards, and 
perhaps further. But he will be always very 
: chary about exposing himselfto view. Against 
units of this sort a charge of cavalry may be 
impossible owing to, the very nature of the 
ground that they have selected. Nor will quick. 
tinny guns, of great devastating power, be of 
much avail, for; uniike the hosts of Dervishes, 
the Boera have no idea of charging in the 
impulse of mad cathusiasm, [fit were possible 
for a Mritish force to march over the open veld 
to Pretoria or Johnnesburg without approaching 
any krantz or kopje (thatis, cliffor hillock) nearer 
than 6co or 1,c00 yards, it ts dquite possible that 
they might be perfectly unmolested during the 
‘whole route. Except at Boomplatz the Boers 
have never been caughtout inthe open, On that 
occasion Sir Harry Smith was a smart officer 
and knew what he was about, and was favoured 
by fortune, Ifthe Boers alter thejr tactics and 
carry about heavy guns, or trust to artillery 
rather than to rifes, they will probably expose 
themselves ta,a reverse. The Germans and 
others ‘who are said to be forming themselves 
into a corps on. their behalf will probably alter 
the fighting tactics.o little, but German drill is 
not Boer drill, anae et 
‘Whatever happens, however, in the course of 
. a Boer wary, itis clear that the very first thing 
a to be required ofan operating force is a.most 
exact and accurate ' knowledge of small 
geographical details, Ata distance the South 
African veldt in its large outline, seems to lic 


open and free from opportunities of ambuscade |, 


and shelter, but wt closer inspection, especially 
in the vicinity of asmall hill or spur of a 
Inountain range, or neara river bank, will reveal 
large stones, boulders, ant-heaps,‘and “sluits” 
—fe, washed-out water-holes, If atoud winds 
near a place of this sort then there will be need 
for caution, The enemy, has probably found 
his distance with accuracy, as he did at Laing’s 
Nek and elsewhere, and shoots atan advantage, 
It may happen ‘that the adjoining mountain, 

with a broad grassy pluteau above, affords 2 
fect retreat along a steep.path up which a Boer 
pony, without shoes, can scramble with perfect 
safety. Any one!who has shot“ sheebok” or 
. pursued “klip-sprinyers along theSouth African 
mountain ridges with the aid ofa clever little 
South African pony, which wilLdo anything it 
is asked todo, wih know what @uperiority a 
Boer may have over a stranger in a country ot 
this sort, The Boers with their veldt-schoens 
; areas nimble as so many baboons ap the 
‘ mountains, No cavalry-regiment would be of 
the slightest avail. against such adversaries as 
these, who would have the following, advant- 
ages; a knowledge of the country, a more 
-efficient rifle with a longer range, and greater 
‘power of mobilization. ‘The best thing would 
be, of course, toavoid all places in’ the South 
African veldt where ambuscade is possible, 
For a road across the South African veldt is 
simply a track cut arandom, to be altered very 
often at the sweet will of the “kurveyors” or 
carriers, supposing a flood has- washed out a 
bad place. To chvose the best road—namely, 
the one that is safe from ambuseades, such as 
wa have described, will be the first duty of 
our pioneers, even if considerable détours have 
tobe made. We are dealing with a foe that 
‘hides.and does not attack, The work cut out 
for our best cavalry regiments is really scouting 
work chiefly, and to send thém out with the 
idea'that they will ever charge the Boers ‘ih 
mass is surely trusting to a chance that may 
never arise, ‘ 


SPOORING. 

It is in the work of scouting and of tracking, 
or “spooring,” especially ‘that Basutos, 
Bechuanas, or Awazieg..may .be of the 
‘ greatest possible use to an expeditionary 
lorce. Noone can detect with accuracy the 
signs and vestiges of a foe so well as 
natives, ‘and they should be mounted, so as to 
give them/as wide a range as possible, The 
time: for their greatest activity and alertness 
should be just before daybreak, With a.cloud 
of spoorers on this side and on that, a British 
force would ran liule risk of being led intora 
tight corner or along a norrow piss, when an 
unseen foe might pour in a murderous and 
efficacious volley. A Basuto corps on their 
stout lite ponies, furnished, if necessary, with 
* field glasses ‘(a detail worth mentioning), and 

ordered simply to reconnoitre and not fight,, 
would be an ideal corps, « 4 
The instinct which the South African has by 
nature for interpreting the signa around him. 
_ and of scenting a foe from afar is simply 
marvellous, The crushed leaf or broken twig, 
the imprint of a hoof, the sound of a bird’s note 
of alarm, the scolding of a “dasie” or rock- 
rabbit, and the gruntof baboons up a mountain 
Bide are all evidence of a tell-tale character to 
him. He reads the velut like an open book, 


craft and cunning. Why should we not use 
this aptitude of the natives for our own 
advantage? “They must be the eyes and ears 
of our expeditionary force. They can tell the 
numbers of a concealed body of skirmishers, 
by signs which. no European. can read. They 
will be the feelers of our advancing columns. .
